V ou, tlic public, will £jcf wlinfever service vou want. Tliis 


fa ct basically controls wlicdicr or not the price of m ilk 


m a y be rctiucctl. 


In buying any article svbatsoever, obxlouslv’ we pay for 


service rcntlerctl, wliethcr to the tlairy fa rm er m ilk in g 


cows or to the routcman ilcllvering milk. 


Clearly, if the amount of service may be rctiucctl, the price 


of the article may also be rctiucctl. 


If the amount of service must be incrcasctl, the price must 


citbcr be Incrcasetl, t>r the atltlitional service subsitlizetl in 


some manner. 


Every-Other-Day Delivery 


has already Reduced Price 


Evcry-othcr-tlay tlclivcry has rctiucctl the cost of home tlc- 


livcry by a minimum of 2c per t|uarr. Hut tlropping this 


manner of delivery would proba bly increa se the cost of 


home delivery by much more than 2c for this rcast)ii: 


H igher prices reduce sales anti thus reduce efficiency. R e­ 


turning to daily deliscry woultl probably increase the cost 


of milk delivered to the home by at least '= > c per quart, a 


price not inconsistent with prices in many parts of the 


country. 


On the other hand, the hope for rctluction in price lies in 


la rg er deliveries per stop, both tt) the hom e and to the 


store. 


M ay Further Reduction 


be Accomplished? 


Presently the cost of nKtkiiiij a home clclivcr\' is roughly 


20c 
without reyarcl to the cost of the milk, itself, (jim - 


pare this cost with the cost of driving vour own automo- 


y 
\ u w ill find It very reasonable, pa rticula rly if 


you take the value of time into account. 


T h e cost of delivering a quart bottle full of milk by first 


class mail would amount to §1.71. 


T h e price of milk could be reduced by 2c per quart, never­ 


theless, provided customers were willing to pay just ha lf 


the cost of stopping the truck. In other words. If custom­ 


ers arc willing to pay just 10c service charge for dcliverv', 


they may save 2c per quart of milk. 


Obviously, savings would have to be made through qua n­ 


tity purchases by such a method. 


'And the same economy may be offered the many Home­ 


makers who prefer to shop at the store — through essen­ 


tially the same kind of arrangement. 


Can Grocer M argin 


be W idened? 


T he price could be reduced to grocers by 2 c per q u a rt 


with wider margin offered, provided grocers were w illing 


to pay the rela tively higher cost of delivery of la rger 


amounts in heavier equipment — blocks ra ther than ju st 


doors apart.

Few' grocery concerns have enough outlets to save money 


even through picking up their own milk to offset a delivery 


charge of only §1.00 per stop.

A wider spread would give the service store an oppor­ 


tunity to make a reasonable charge for its service. It would 


offer a better chance of survival to the small store open 


essentially for the cotivenience of its customers. 


This a rra ngement would also offer the larger store a better 


chance to take advantage of qua ntity purchases without 


utterly destroying smaller competition.
